tion of Treason Given as 
First Anniversary of 


BERLIN, Aug. 2.—(/)—A new and 
wider definition of treason, start of 
a’campaign to restrict foreign corre- 
‘spondents and a statement from the 
propaganda ministery that it is “seif- 
evident” that in Berlin and the entire 
reich “there is complete order” marked 
the first anniversary today of Adolf 
\Hitler’s rise..to supreme leadership in 
Germany. 

On a half-dozen fronts the nazi 
government’s actions included these 
developments. 

A campaign by the German propa- 
ganda ministry against foreign cor- 
respondents who incur its displeas- 
ure claimed as its first victim today 
Ernest Klein, of the Basle, Switzer- 
land, Nachrichten, a Protestant news- 
paper. He was ordered out of Germany 
within five days. 

While pilgrims from all parts of the 
reich flocked to. the Tannenberg me- 
morial to pay, on the first anniversary 
of Paul von Hindenberg’s death, their 
respects to the wartime marshal’s 
memory, a new definition of treason 
was outlined by Roland Freisler, state 
secretary for the ministry of justice. 
It was a complicated but apparently 
to this effect: That any opposition i» 
the nazi party, by direction or indirec- 
tion, by commission of acts or omis- 
sion of acts, amounts to the crime of 
volkverrat or breach of faith with 
the community. Freisler said it ap- 
plies specifically to Germans, who owe 
allegiance, but added that fore? §ners 
who offend in the same respects. ex- 
pose themselves to severe penalties. 

On their day of remembrance, which 
is also the day of Adolf Hitler's as- 
sumption of supreme leadership, the 


nazi leaders not only asserted there 
is peace and order, but also took steps 
to preserve it against “state enemies,” 
against. offending Germans, if any, 
and against foreign misunderstandings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(#)— 
Swiftly rejecting a series of ameni- 
ments, some of them radical, the 
house today all but agreed upon that 
section of the $270,000,000 tax bill 
that would boost rates on individua: 
incomes over $50,000 a year. 

A final decision on that point in the 
wealth tax measure was postponed 
until tomorrow. But after the clos- 
ing of debate on the bill, the rapidity 
with which amendments were voted 
down today indicated little possibili- 
ty of an upset which would change 
the measure as reported by the ways 
and means committee. 

Would Raise 45 Million. 

In brief, the bill would raise from 

30 to 31 per cent the tax on that 


portion of an individual's income be- |. 


tween $50,000 and $56,000. It then 
would step up rates all along the line 
until a maximum of 75 per cent, 
against the present 59, was reached on 
all income over $5,000,000. 

This section of the bill is officially 
estimated to raise an additional $45,- 
000,000 a year. 

The house ended its day’s work aft- 
er a seven-and-a-half-hour session. 
Heated debate occupied most of the 
day, with republicans launching po- 
litical attacks on the administration 
and the measure, and democrats de- 
fending it.

COUNTY ROAD AID 
URGED BY EDITORS 


Trio Appeal for Release 
of Funds for “Farm-to- 
Market” Highway Plan. 


ATHENS, Ga. Aug. 2.—()— 
Three ténth district newspaper edi- 
tors, representing rural counties, 
stepped into the Georgia highway 
fund controversy today with a plea 
for protection of county rights, urging 
that the money be released by the 
federal government direct to the 
counties. 

The editors, H. H. Dyar, Royston 
Record: AV. A. Shackelford, Ogle- 
thorpe Echo, and W. T. Bacon, The 
Madisonian, declared Franklin, Ogle- 
thorpe and Morgan counties would 
fare better if the federal highway 
fund for work relief is divided among 
the counties for building “farm-to- 
market” roads than if it is released 
to the state highway board. 

“We are not concerned with the 
‘polities in this controversy,” their 
joint statement said, “but we are vi- 
tally interested, and our people are 
interested, in obtaining this money for 
the counties. | 

“The rural counties for many years 
have paid taxes to build’ through 
state highways. Now that we are 
faced with an opportunity to get 
from the government a large sum of 
money to build country roads, we he- 
lieve no stone should be left unturned 
to get that money, There is avail- 
able at this time $11,500.000, which 
does not have to be matched by the 


work in our counties immediately. 

“It is apparent there is no imme- 
‘diate possibility of the State High- 
way Board and Federal Bureau of 
Roads settling the disputed points in- 
volved in expenditure of regular fed- 
eral highway funds. 

“But even if that issue should be 
settled, we would still contend the 
works relief portion of the money, 
amounting to $11,500.000, should be 
apportioned among the counties to 
build farm-to-market roads. And 
since the money belongs to the coun- 
ties by right, and since we believe 


that ultimately it will be given to the 
counties, why not do it at once?”

Is Revealed by His Death in Auto 


Death, Disclosed To Be 


Mysterious Blonde Companion in Tragedy, Hovering Near 


Houseguest With Alexis at Spanish Home.

GERONA, Spain, 
Rumors of another romance involving 
Prince Alexis Mdivani, one of interna- 
tional society's most colorful figures, 
rode with him into death today. 

The 31-year-old Georgian prince, 
erstwhile husband of. Barbara Hutton 
and Louise Astor Van Alen, was killed 
last night when the roadster he was 
driving at high speed hurtled off the 
road and turned over twice near this 
village last night. 

A woman with him, not. identified 
until today as the 28-year-old Baron- 
ess Maud von Thyssen, was seriously 
injured. Late today she vas still un- 
conscious, her life in the balance. 

Rumors linking Prince Mdivani with 
the baroness began circling after the 
accident but Jose Sert, Spanish paint- 
er and husband of Prince Mdivani's 
sister, who flew here from Genoa. 
Italy, would not comment upon them, 

Arriving here, Sert conferred with 
Gaston Bergery, former. first deputy, 


and Charles Parmeret, former French 
minister, friends of the prince, and 
afterwards announced the _ injured 
woman’s identity. 

The three men then proceeded to 
Palamos on the. Mediterranean coast, 
where Mdivani and Baroness’ von 
Thyssen had been house guests at the

palatial. Sert residence for the last 
week. They said arrangements for 
Mdivani’s funeral would be completed 
tonight. 

It was disclosed the prince’s chauf- 
feur had gone ahead to Perpignan to 
arrange for his baggage to be sent to 
Paris en route to Germany. 

When Mdivani and his companion 
failed to arrive, the chauffeur rented 
an automobile, took the Verpignan- 
Palamos highway back toward Pala- 
mos. He discovered the prince's wreck- 
ed automobile and found the body had 
been taken to an undertaking estab- 
lishment at Albons. There he iden- 
tified the body as that of Mdivani and 
notified Senora de Sert. 

At 5 p. m. today the beautiful blonde 
baroness, who was residing at Perpig- 
nan, had been unconscious nearly 18 
hours. Her skull was fractured and 
an emergency Operation was perform- 
ed. Physicians said chances for her 
were about even.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 2—(UP)— 
Liquidation of the assets of the 
American. Austin Car Company of 
Butler took a decisive sten forward 
today when R. 0. Gill. fiqnidatiog 
trustee and former president, peti- 
tioned federal court for authority to 
sell the plant to S. Evans, of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Gill revealed that he received a hid 
of $5,000 last week from Evans, who 
in the last three years had distrib- 
uted 70 per cent of the midget auto- 
mobiles to the retail market. 

Should the sale be approved. Evans 
also would assume liabilities for the 
$150,000 .first mortgage held by Pull- 
man-Standard Car Company. $35,250 
in defaulted mortgage interest and 
$33 849.82 in delinquent Butler city | 
and county taxes. 

Federal Judge R. M. Gibson ap- 
pointed J. R. Freeze, William A. Ba- 
ker and E. 0.

All the firm’s property, buildings, 
machinery, merchandise, parts acces- 
sories and patent rights would be in- 
cluded in the purchase.

GENEVA, Aug. 2—(P)—~A threes 
point agreement among Italy, France 
and Britain as to methods for settling 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute without 
war was announced tonight by Cape 
tain Anthony Eden, of Great Britain. 

The three points are: 

1. Arbitration will be resumed by 
setting in motion peace machinery 
provided in the 1928 Italo-Ethiopian 
treaty of friendship. A fifth, neutral 
member will be added to the existing 
Italo-Ethiopian conciliation commise- 
sion. 

2. England, France and Italy will 
hold. a conference somewhere in 
France as soon as possible to discuss 
possibilities of a broad political set- 
tlement of the Italo-Ethiopian dis- 
pute, 

3. A meeting of the League of Na- 
tions council to consider the whole 
subject will be held September 4. 

At the council meeting next month, 
Eden explained, -Italy. will refrain 
from voting and from taking part in 
the discussions. 

Public ‘Session Slated. 

A publie session of the council 
probably will be held tomorrow night, 
the young British secretary for 
League of Nations affairs said, the 
postponement having been decided 
upon in order to give the Ethiopian: 
delegation time to transmit the text 
of the draft resolution to Addis Aba- 
ba and receive Ethiopia's reply. 

Earlier it had been disclosed that 
the three nations were in virtual 
agreement on ways to avert war in 
Africa, although details of the plaz 
were not disclosed. 

Procedure Outlined.

PANS TWO FLEETS 
SHL FOR MANEUVERS 


Matsudaira Sees Possibility 
of New Tri-Power Naval 
Parley in 1936. 


TOKYO, Aug. 2.—#)—Japan’s 
symbol of sea power; the combined 
first and second fleets, -headed for 
the northwest Pacific and annual 
maneuvers tonight, while a _ noted 
Japanese diplomat hinted at a possi- 
ble tri-power naval parley in 1936. 
Before leaving the Japanese ceast 
today, the combined fleets passed in 
informal review before Emperor Hi- 
rohito, who watched through binocu- 
lars from the imperial summer villa 
at Hayama, 


Sixty vessels steamed out of Tokyo 
bay to participate in the maneuvers. 
The assertion that the British at- 


titude toward Japan was improving 
in naval matters Was made by Am- 
bassador Tsuneo Matsudaira, after he 
had landed at Yokohama. 

The ambassador, home after nearly 
seven years of continuous service at 
London, was greeted by Prince Lyseato 
Tokugawa and other imperial repre- 
sentatives. 

His statement said.Great Britain’s 
attitude had “improved” after grad- 
ual recognition of Japan’s position in 
the Manchoukuan incident. 

Saying he believed Britain desired 
a tripartite naval conference in 1935, 
the ambassador said such a confer- 
ence would be futile unless there was 
a chance of a Japanese-British trade 
accord.

Delay in reimbursing Atlanta mer- 
chants who have redeemed federal re- 
lief orders has been caused by federal- 
izing the payment system, but machin- 
ery already is in motion to expedite 
redemption of the orders and it will 
be working smoothly within the next 
few days, Miss Gay B. Sheppersvn, 
Georgia WPA administrator, an- 
nounced yesterday. 


Miss Shepperson asserted that all 
payments must be cleared through the 
United States disbursing officer un- 
der the new setup, and that the trans- 
fer of the accounts has caused some 
delay. She added, however, that three 
shifts are working day and night to 
clear the requisitions and thas from 
1,400 to 1,500 claims are being cleared 
a day. ;

Miss Shepperson’s explanation fol- 
lowed reports that thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of goods have been placed 
by Atlanta merchants on the relief or- 
ders, but that they have not yet been 
reimbursed. This has prevented them 
from meeting their obligations to cred- 
itors, according to the reports, and 
has caused.some inconvenience.

About $150,000 has been taken from 
Atlantans by fly-by-night old gold can- 
vassers who for two years’ have 
atreamed through here paying only a| 
fraction of the gold's actual value, it) 
was learned yesterday in the offices) 
of the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ As- | 
sociation. 

“Well-established gold buyers and’ 
jewelers pay legitimate prices for old! 
gold,” explained L. L. Austin, secre-| 
tary of the association, yesterday. ‘It 
da the unscrupulous house-to-house can-. 
vassers that Atliantans must watch, 
Unscrupulous buyers have been work- 
ing the old gold racket in many cities.” 

Mr. Austin advises sellers to take 
their gold to some well-established buy- 
er or jeweler for evaluation, for many 
transient buyers pay only between 25' 
and 40 per cent of the metal’s actual! 
value. The government will pay $55 
an ounce for 24-karat gold, but few 
pieces are of that fineness, he said. 
When the gold is 14 karat the rovern- 
ment will pay 14-24 of S55, he said. 

Gold buyers muat pay less than the, 
government for ther buy for profit, he 
pointed ont. 

Among the schemes used by the gold 
racketeers is the scele which the buyer 
holds in his hand and manages to 
balance in his own favor by flexing 
one finger. Anothe? is the use of a 
penny coin as a pennyweight, which 
yields the buyer double the quantiiy 
of gold he should receive for a penny-

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 


“All the long August afternoon, 
The little drowsy stream 

Whispers a melancholy tune 
As if it dreamed of June, 

And whispered in its dream.” 


Thus wrote William Dean Howells, 
and he expressed a feeling which some 
persons have about certain days in 
August. They are likely to be drowsy, 
slow-moving days; and often they are 
too hot for comfort. — 


The so-called “dog days” come to 
an end in August. They cover the 
hottest part of our year, and are 
usually said to last from four to six 
weeks. The makers of almanacs do 
not agree as to when the dog days be- 
gin or end; but in general the period 
is given between early July and mid- 
August. 

The dog day period was set aside 
first in ancient Egypt. where it cov- 
ered 20 days before and 20 days after 
Sirius r(the “dog star”) appeared in 
the morning sky. In modern times 
people have come to think of the pe- 


'riod as a time when dogs are most 


likely to “go mad;” and many cities 
have laws which require dogs to be 
muzzled during part of the summer. 
It has been learned, however, that the 
danger of dogs suffering with bydro- 


phobia lasts through the year; and 
records in some places show more 
cases in cool months than in hot 
months. 

Down in Argentine, in Australia 
and South Africa. people are in the 
midst of winter. At this time of year, 
they have “cold waves,” while we are 
likely to be having “hot waves.” Next 
winter, it will be just the other way 
around: for their hot weather comes 
at the same time as our cold weather.

NEW ORLEANS. Aug. 2.—(4)— 
Light hedging operations and conflict- 
ing reports on the probable loan policy 
of the government brought mild liquid- 
ation into cotton today and active fu- 
tures lost from 9 to 13 points.

The market started off lower as 
easier cables arrived from Liverpool. 
Easiness in the English market re- 
flected the export subsidy talk yester- 
day on this side of the water. Any 
reports or rumors that this country 
is planning on an export payment to 
farmers or any of its many variations 
always results in lower prices ‘abroad 
and today’s action was no exception. 


Then the weather map_ postings 
showed that aside from continued light 
rains in Alabama good growing con- 
ditions were reported from the belt. 
New crop cotton continued to move, 
although south Texas was about the 
only place’ tg report movement in any 
appfeciable volume. 

The active months continued to slip 
eff during the day, as traders showed 
no inclination to pick up cotton. Final 
prices were lows for the day with 
December closing at 11.22. January 
at 11.18, March at 11.10 and May at 
11.08.. The first transaction in the 
July, 1936, option occurred shortly 
after the opening this morning at a 
price of 11.18. 

A telegram to the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange stated that legislators in 
Washington met on Thursday to de- 
cide some way of halting declining 
cotton exports, but had taken no 
definite action at the meeting. 

Senator E. D. Smith is known to 
be actively opposed to the export sub- 
sidy plan, and as he was absent from 
yesterday's meeting the findings were 
said to be only tentative. 


Trade statistics released today were 
disappointing. Spinners’ takings for 
the two days of this week totaled but 
51,000 bales, compared with 118,000 
for three days of last year, Exports 
amounted to 8,279 bales against 24,- 
231 bales for the comparable period 
of 1934. 

The latest conjecture on the federal 
loan policy today appeared to be that 
there would be no loan at all, and 
while this resulted in light offerings, 
the report was given little credence 
by the trade.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(4)—A

Newspaper’s Straw Ballot Reveals 
Heavy Trend for Return of F. D. R. 


Richmond Times-Dispatch Survey Shows Preponderant 
Sentiment for President’s Re-election 


at Polls in 


1936. 


RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 3.—If the 
Times-Dispatch straw rote of approxi- 
mately 138,000 ballots shows which 


way the wind is blowing, about five 
out of every six Virginians favor the 
re-election of President Roosevelt. 

The President, himself, was quot- 
ed by Representative Clifton A: Wood- 
rum, of Roanoke, as expressing grati- 
fication. Woodrum, the administra- 
tion leader on the Virginia delega- 
tion in congress, told young demo- 
crats at Herndon that the paper had 
performed a Em service.” 

When City Editor Leon Dure sug- 
gested the pol’ to Mark Ethridge, pub- 
lisher, the latter hailed it as an ex- 
cellent “hot weather diversion” and 
told Dure to get busy. 

Probably neither Ethridge nor Dure 
nor anyone else anticipated the popu- 
lar respouse that greeted the first an- 
nouncement. Thousands of votes 
prays in, many of them accompanied 
y ardent eulogies of the New Deal, 
while others were attached to caustic 
criticism of the President and his 
policies, The “Voice of the People” 
column swelled, reminiscent of the tu- 
multeus days of 1928. 

Today, when the last ballot -had 
been counted, Roosevelt had been “'re- 
elected” by 84.5 to 15.5, a margin far 
in excess of the 69 per cent of the 
total vote Virginia gave him when he 
opposed Herbert Hoover.

election 11,381 against. 2,085. 

The Times-Dispatch, frankly con- 
ceding that the pro-Roosevelt tide of 
the straw vote is perhaps stronger 
than the actual margin the President 
would pile up in an actual election, 
said the pol. reveaied in no uncertain 
way how the people feel. 

“Virginia,” Mr. Ethridge’ said, 
“should prove as good a test as any 
state as te whether President Roose- 
velt has slipped in popularity.” 

He pointed out that the poll was 
projected during the time when 
“Roosevelt was under the worst criti- 
cism since his inauguration.” His tax 
program was under fire, so was the 
AAA and the first whispers of the 
alleged “whispering campaign” were 
spreading. 

Moreover, much of Roosevelt’s pro- 
gram was heing attacked by the Vir- 
ginia senators. Carter Glass and 
Harry Byrd, the latter the recognized 
head of the so-called democratic party 
organization in. Virginia. 

Many of the straw-voters suggest- 
ed that the paper conduct a similar 
poll on the senators, but Ethridge 
said such a poll would be pointless 
since Senator Glfss has no opposi- 
tion in his bid for re-election next 
year and Senator Byrd’s term of of- 
fice has five more years to run. 

The Times-Dispatch printed a bal- 
lot in the paper, July 15, asking vot- 
ers to sign their names and answer 
the question: “Suppose you were vot- 
ing tomorrow, would the ballot be 
for Roosevelt?” 

“Yes,” said 57 per cent of the first 
batch of voters. Slowly the pro- 
Roosevel. margin began to rise and 
then, gathering momentum, it ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds. By July 
24, the President had 70 per cent 
of the vote and after that it was a 
walk-away for the New Deal. 

The Times-Dispatch says it did not 
solicit votes, but that it provoked 
them. The ballots were divided and 
published by counties. Ninety-six of 
the 100 counties participated. 

Votes in unexpected numbers in 
early balloting against the admini- 
stration showed from some counties. 
Halifax, a biy county in the tobacco- 
growing section, showed anti-Roose- 
velt in the first batch of votes. Farm- 
ers apparently reached for their pen-

and Halifax swung into the Roose- 
velt column handsomely and stayed 
there. Albemarle county voted over- 
whelmingly for the New Deal.

PASSES IN LOUISIANE 


Former New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange Head Dies 
at Home. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 3.—()— 
Colonel Frank B. Hayne, 77, an out- 
standing factor in the cotton world, 
who played a spectacular part in mer- 
chandising of the staple in the years 
before the World War, died today at 
his summer home near Mandeville, 
La., of a heart attack. 

In late years he had retired efrom 
active dealings in the cotton world but 
was a daily visitor at the exchange, 
keeping the world priceg at his finger- 
tips, watching the price pegs and 
crop control workings and calling up 
reminiscences of the days when he was 
& power in the world of trade.| 

Colonel Hayne was best known for 
the two cotton market corners he! and 
his speculative associates executed in 
1902 and 1910 in which they made 
millions and on one occasion incur- 
oy federal censure and a fine of 
$4,000. 


He was elected a member of the 
exchange in 1885 and served two terms 
as its president, in 1924-25 and in 
1925-26. 

Colonel Hayne was president ot 
Vincent & Hayne, a New Orleans real 
estate holding company, and also head- 
ed the Poitevent and Favri Lumber 
Company. 

He was a member of the exclusive 
Boston club and president of the for- 
mer Pickwick club and had been ac- 
tive in the social life of the city, 
serving one year as king of the Mardi 
Gras, : 

He is survived by his widow and 
foar children, John P. Hayne, Frank 
B. Hayne Jr., Wiley P. Hayne aud 
Mrs. Charles L. Bailey. 

; Funeral services will be held Mon- 


ay. 
Colonel Hayne was a native of 
South Carolina, a descendant of Revo- 
lutionary War heroes. He embarked 
upon his business career in 1873 in 
Charleston as a clerk of a cotton firin 
there and later formed a partnership 
in Montgomery, Ala., with another 
young clerk, Delacy Vincent, who also 
became a prominent business figure. 

They opened a brokerage business in 
Montgomery with $1,500 borrowed 
capital and were highly sucessful, As 
their ambitions spread they moved to 
Vicksburg, Miss., and took in a third 
partner, Daniel Partridge, of Selma, 
Alabama. 

Mr. Partridge retired from the part- 
nership in 1880 and a little later Mr. 
Vincent retired from the firm and Mr. 
Hayne came to New Orleans, where 
he grew rapidly.in the business world 
and instituted worldwide campaigns in 
the interests of increasing uses aud 
consumption of American cotton. 

In 1917, when America entered the 
World War, Colonel Hayne was ap- 
pointed chairman of the American Red 
Cross Chapter of New Orleans and 
with zealous energy in the cause of 
mobilization for victory he headed a 
drive that raised more than $2,000,000 
for the Red Cross and increased 1's 
membership here from about 250 per- 
sons to 91,000.

he closely-guarded figures whith 
the Department of Agriculture expects 
to make public at 11 a. m. Thursday 
will be used im determining this year’s 
cotton loan policy, and for final prep- 
aration of 1936 adjustment contracts. 
Some private estimates have pre- 
dicted a production of 12.000.000 


10,983,264 bales under the Bankhead 
act.

Last year’s allotment was 10,460,-

POSTAL RECEIPTS

Postmaster Predicts 1935 In- 
come Will Almost Equal 
That of 1929. 


The Atlanta postoffice will end the 
year only $200,000 short of the $4,- 
700,000 total postal receipts of 192¥ 
if the present average is maintained, 
Postmaster Lon Livingston predicted 
yesterday in announcing a gain of 
$32,000 for July over the correspond- 
ing nfonth of last year. 

A business upswing is clearly indi- 
cated in the postoffice receipts for 
the first five months of the year, 
which reached a tol of $2,300,000. 
“There is no better barometer of 
business conditions than the postoffice 
receipts, and these figures indicate a 
very pronounced increase in the At- 
lanta area,” he said. . 


Smaller postoffices of the state are 


reporting an even greater than 
Atlanta, he said, with some towns 
gaining as much as .25 per cent over 
1934. This upswing has resulted in 
changes in classification for many post- 
offices, a number of third and second 
class offices being bodsted to second 
and first-class as a result of the gains 
in business t-ansacted.
